(the JVar of 1812. National .-organization followed 
(hard upon ,th* Revolutionary, War, first by means 
of • the inadequate articles of confederation and 
ttta&y by means ,of the constitution, a document 
ol law which still governs ,us 162 years later. 


. <%Iere' declarations of independence and even 


,«iff«etive- constitutions do not establish national 
(groups. The prime requisite is a homogeneity of 
isentiment, A binding tradition,' a moral force suffi-- 
iciefttly potent to/ giride a people through trying 
ttimim as welt as '•dUMng the effisrvescenee. of pros- 
petny and «r»thtts1asm. A nation ttves by its faith. 
In a word, national existence that is not more 
than the poUtlcs of ft self-governing state is not 
enough to drive $ people forward to cowjuer a 
continent, to 'clear its forests, to cross its deserts, 
to' provide homes and workshops, farms and mines, 
» multitude of occupations for a hundred and a 
half million -people. Political independence alone 
will not do that It is not a sufficient answer to the 
historic puzzle of America. 
For the Vnlted States is a historic puzzle. To 
tWs continent, for nearly thred centuries, and a half, 
men of all raoes have migrated. No one had to 
come here. No one was forced to come here. 
Curiously, most who did come escaped from some 
dissatisfaction, 
disappointment, . disillusionment. 
Poverty, hunger, fear, inequality, oppression, 'big- 
otry — these sent to America millions from every 
land and here they found what they sought most, 
freedom to live their own lives as they chose. It 
w«s often the. most courageous andf enterprising 
who braved .the, terrors of the sea and of a new 
world to seek and find liberty. 
' 
There is, of course, one exceptional group, the 
Negroes from Africa, who were - transported to 
these shores in the course of a world-wide slave 
trade and whose amelioration has been slow and 
whose opportunities have been limited. Vet, no- 
where upon this earth, where the Negro lives in 
large numbers, is his condition as favorable, eco- 
nomically, socially or politically as in the United 
States today. There 5s no country in Africa or

known use, ma"ny thought that the tons'ils had no 
known use, and as ihfocted tonsils caused rheu- 
matic fcVe'r and rheumatic fever caused heart dis- 
ease, it would be wise for parents to have their chil- 
dren's tonsils removed even if no enlargement or 
inflammation were present.
